inundate the triangle whose apex is 
near San Dona di Piavi the Italians 
hope to prevent any enemy move­ 
ment to flank the right wing of the 
Italian army along the Piave. 
Near the Adriatic the Piave and 
Sile rivers are contained in canals 
running through land at or below sea 
level which stretches for many miles 
along the Adriatic from the Venetian 
agoon. With the rivers permitted to 
flow unchecked it would appear to 
make Austro-Gennan efforts in this 
region barren of results.

, Did oil w ill damage the gas engine 
far more than w ill hard work, accord­ 
ing to W . H. Sanders, instructor in 
motors in the Kansas State Agricul­ 
tural college. Oil that ha* become sur­ 
charged with the fine *teel particles 
from the bearings should be drained 
off, and fresh oil should be placed in 
tne oiling system at regular interval*. 
Oil becomes black and gritty in time, 


ind before this stage is reached it 
Should be replaced by fresh oil. The 
dirty oil may be filtered and used 
again, but the best method is to use 
fresh oil. New oil coats something, but 
4* cheaper than hew bearings. 
In cleaning an engine before replac­ 
ing the supply of oil it should be run 
until thoroughly warm. A ll the old oil 
Should then be drained from the crank 
case. The same amount of clean kero­ 
sene should be placed in the oil reser­ 
voir and the engine run carefully for a 
Short time until all Of the crauk shaft 
bearings are thoroughly cleaned.

Cleaning Out a 8ink Drain. 
Acids are of no use in these cases, 
requires an alkali, soda lye, or caustic 
soda, which is sold in small cans under 
several trade names. The contents of 
a can of this, containing about thirteen 
ounces, is dissolved in two gallons of 
water and brought to a boil in an iron 
kettle. The caustic fluid, with all pre­ 
cautions considering its very dangerous 
character, is poured slowly into the 
drain and followed'by at least four 
tines the volume of boiling water. If 
you can get at thevfar end, to stopper 
it, the lye may be let stay in the pipe 
for an hour or so and then washed out 
with the boiling water. More than one 
treatment will probably be required.— 
Rural New Yorker. 


8toring Dried Foods. 
Dried products should be carefully 
stored in both moisture and insect proof 
containers in a dry place, according to 
C. D. Matthewa, assistant horticultur­ 
ist of the State College of North Caro­ 
lina. Any form of tin container with a 
tight cover is satisfactory. Fruit jars 
may be used, but owing to the present 
shortage other containers should bo 
chosen if possible. The cheapest is 
paper bag. Small paper bags should be 
used, and only a quantity of the dried 
fruits or vegetables sufficient for a few 
meals should be put in each bag. The 
hag should be tied and given a coat of

MEXICAN TROOPS ARE 
ALMOST ANNIHILATED 


Five Thousand Government Forces 


Are Trapped in Mountain Pass 


By Revolutionists. 


CARRANZA RULE TOTTERING 


( By United Press.) 
El Paso, Texas, Nov. 16.— A force 
of 5,000 government troops sent in­ 
to the state of Moralos, Mexico to 
operate against 
Zapata and Felix 
Diaz forces lias been trapped in a 
mountain pass and practically anni­ 
hilated with machine guns, accord­ 


ing to m essages received here today 
bv American mining companies from 
their agents in the interior. 
Con­ 
formation from government sources 
in Mexico City is also claimed. 
The C arranza government is in im­ 
minent danger of being overthrown 
by a coalition of the revolutionary 
factions, who have about 40,000 men 
under arm s, reports 
from Mexico 
«ay. 


Yillista forces are today reported 
moving on Juarez. 
Greatest excite­ 
ment prevails today in Juarez over 
prospect of attack by 
the bandit 
forces. 
The present garrison num­ 
bers less than 400 men and the cjty 
would be at the mercy of the Villa 
forces in case of an attack.

In other wTords, American business 
men have answered another of those 
“can’t-be-done” war 
problems, by 
inventing dyes as good as the Ger­ 
man dyes and by grabbing the world 
dye market which Germany left 
in 
the lurch to seek her 
place in the 
Sun.

For the first time in history Amer­ 
ican dyes are being exported. 
“Of all the industries 
created or 
developed as a direct result of war,” 
said a Department of Commerce re­ 
port today, “none has shown more 
rapid progress than American dye- 
stuffs. 
“From only seven establishments, 
in which 528 people were engagedrin 
producing 6,619,729 pounds of coal 
ta r colors, valued at $1,126, 699 in 
1914 the industry has developed un­ 
til now it not only supplies the do- 
mestic demand for colors, but has 
even invaded* the foreign market in 
European neutral and allied coun­ 
tries — Canada, Mexico, Argentina, 
Brazil, 
British India 
and 
Japan, 
France, 
Italy, 
Russia in/ Europe, 
Spain, United Kingdom and others.” * 
No other article of industry more £ 
vitally effects a greater number of ^ 
industries 
than do coal-tar 
dyes, SC 
and few articles are more complex 
and difficult to make. 
At the outbreak of the war, 
the 
difficulties in the way of soon pro- ^ 
viding adequate domestic 
supplies * 
seemed insurmountable; yet in thejjg 
short space of three years, scores of 
plants ‘ covering many

ground haye been erected; 
num er-' 
ous by-product coke ovens have been 
equipped to furnish the necessary 
raw materials; thousands of work­ 
men have been trained; special ma­ 
chinery has been designed/ built and 
installed. 
Hundreds of chemists and chemi­ 
cal engineers have given their entire 
time to the unfamiliar w-ork connect­ 
ed with color production. 
E xperi-1 
mental research has been inaugurat- - 
ed for perfecting processes and ma^ 
chinery and the discovery of new 
colors. 
Plans are being made for Ameri­ 
can dyemakers to enter the foreign 
markets on a large scale, and to grab 
off for good and all the big German 
dve business that existed almost as a 
Teuton monopoly before the war

Dr. J. N. Hurty Comments on Rev 
elations of Physical Examina­ 
tions in The Draft 


EXPLAINS THE DIFFERENCE 


Says Medical Examination in School 
Is Responsible for Them Being 
in Better Shape 


By Dr. J. N. HURTY 


(Written for United Preaa.) 
Medical 
examinations of 
those 
who have been drafted to the army 
have brought to light some unex­ 
pected facts. 
Thctse examination 
have found that a greater per cent 
of young men from the country are 
found unfit for military service be­ 
cause of physical defects than was 
the case with young men raised in 
the city. 
Dr. J. A. Nydegger of the 
U. IS. Public Health ‘Service, who is 
authority for the comparison, ac 
counts for this difference in large 
degree through la ok of medical in­ 
spection in the country schools, Dr. 
Nydegger says: 
'While in this country most of the 
city 
schools have 
adopted medical 
inspection, most of the rural schools 
'have not. 
in this lies the fact that 
unsanitary 
conditions 
in 
rural 
schools produce’ 75 per cent of the 
physical defects which are 
today 
barring men from the U. 8. forces.

WINTER CARE OF | 
THE WAR GARDEN 


6roundJttiould Not be Left Barren 
But Protected From Winter. 
Cold by Crop 


BURN PLANTS WITH BLIGHT 


Rye is Hardy and Recommended to 
Plant For Winter and to be 
Ploughed in Spring 


Washington, Nov. 15,—i'lean up 
the garden and sow rye. 
•Now that the garden crops are all 
gathered, with the 
exception 
of a 
few late plants that are not blighted 
by light freezing, it is time to plan 
for the 1918 war garden by sowing 
rye for a cover crop. 
First gather up and remove 
all 
vine>, dead plants, corn stalks and 
all other vegetable trash. 
If any 
of the plants were billed by disease, 
such as the blight of tomato, blight 
of melon, cucumber 
or other vine, 
rust 
of 
asparagus, 
these 
plants 
should be burned to kill the spores 
of these various diseases. 


It is not a good plan to leave the 
ground barren over winter. 
Soluble 
plant food may be leached away and 
‘the 
richest 
surface 
soil 
may be 
washed off by the rains. The garden 
hould never be idle. 
While it is 
resting up between crop 
gathering 
time this 
fall 
and seed 
planting 
time next spring, it should be grow­ 
ing a crop to cover the ground this 
winter and then to be plowed under 
next spring. 


The best crop for this purpose is 
rye. 
The seed should 
be sown 
at 
once at the rate of one pound to a 
strip of ground 50 feet long and 10 
feet wide. 
Tf the ground is roueh 
or hard it ought 
to be cultivated 
just before 
the seed is sown, 
and 
then be cultivated 
again to cover 
over the seed. Sow the seed between 
the rows of crops not yet gathered. 
Rye is hardy 
and 
stands 
rough 
treatment 
and 
will sprout 
even 
though there is frost nearly every 
night. 


Besides 
protecting 
the 
ground 
during the winter, the rye develops 
into a crop of green manure, to be 
»lowed under in the spring. 
At 
a 
cost of about five cents for »-pound 
or rye seed, a garden 10 by 50 feet 
can be treated to an application of 
green manure. 
The green rye plants 
soon decay when plowed under and 
answer the same purpose as a light 
dressing of manure.

<\OAV that the garden crops are all 


gathered, with the 
exception 
of a 


few late plants that are not blighted 
by light freezing, it is time to plan 
for the 1918 war garden by solving 
rye for a cover crop. 


Firs't gather up and remove 
all 


vines, dead plants, com stalks and 
all other vegetable trash. 
If any 


of the plants were billed by disease, 
such as the Wight of tomato, blight 
of melon, cucumber or other vine, 
rust of 
asparagus, 
these 
plants 


should be burned to kill the spores 
of these various diseases. 


It is not a good plan to leave the 


ground barren over winter. Soluble 
plant food may be leached away and 
the 
richest 
surface soil may be 


washed off by the rains. The garden 
should never be idle. 
While it is 


renting up between crop gathering 
time this . fall, and seed planting 
time next spring, it should be grow- 
ing a crop to cover the ground this 
winter and then to be plowed under 
next spring. 


The best crop for this purpose is 


rye. The seed should be sown 
at 


once at the rate of one pound to a 
strip of ground 50 feet long and 10 
feet wide. If the ground is roneh 
or hard it ought 
to be cultivated 


just before 
the seed is sown,
